- Senate 
Republicans today proposed a $26.2 
billion, two-year economic stimulus 
package, slightly smaller than President 
Carter’s, but which they said would 
create more jobs. 
The proposal was approved by the 
Republican Conference, made up of all 
the Senate’s 38 GOP members. 
It stresses permanent individual tax 
cuts rather than Carter’s proposed tem­ 
porary $50 rebate and calls for tax incen­ 
tives to business rather than Carter’s 
proposed public works and public service 
jobs. 
The President’s plan would total $31.2 
billion over two years. 
The Republicans said their package 
would create 1.38 to 1.85 million new jobs 
by the end of 1978 plus 450,000 training 
and work-experience positions. They 
said that compares with 865.000 to 1.16 
million jobs from Carter’s plan over the 
same period — as they calculate it 
The Carter administration has said its 
plan would create almost one million 
jobs by the end of this year with ‘‘further 
significant reductions in 1978." 
This will bring hope to every tax­ 
payer, encouragement to the private sec­ 
tor and lasting jobs to many Ameri­ 
cans.” Sen. Carl T Curtis, R-Neb., told 
reoorters. 
Senate Republican Leader Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn.. said the ideas are a good 
combination of the Republican belief m 
self-initiative and full employment 
‘‘These proposals are important not

Home use marijuana 
measure introduced 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A bill easing 
the penalties for growing small amounts 
of marijuana for personal use was in­ 
troduced Tuesday by Assemblyman 
W illie L Brown Jr.. D-San Francisco 
Under the measure (AB367), cultiva­ 
tion for sale would remain a felony, but 
the penalty for growing six plants or 
fewer would be reduced from a felony to 
a misdeameanor punishable by a max­ 
imum fine of $100. 
Under Brown’s bill a person convicted 
of growing more than six plants could be 
punished by a fine of as much as $500 and 
six months in jail

Dixon's resignation 
urged by consumers 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Consumer 
groups are joining the rising clamor for 
the resignation of Federal Trade 
Commissioner Paul Rand Dixon for call­ 
ing Ralph Nader a ‘‘dirty Arab,” and a 
congressman wants Dixon impeached. 
But Nader said he wasn’t surprised 
and thinks the incident is just one more 
reason why Dixon should resign. 
Terming Dixon’s indirect apology 
Tuesday unacceptable, Nader said. 
‘ What’s not been generally recognized 
here is. what was he doing addressing a 
trade group whose m em bers are 
regulated by his commission — and do­ 
ing it behind closed doors? 
That’s who he thinks his constituency 
is This isn’t just an intemperate out­ 
burst. He called me an S O B. in Las 
Vegas before some giant trade group 
four months ago but no one caught him 
that time ” 
Top officials of 14 consumer groups is 
sued a public “ call to resign’ saying Dix­ 
on demonstrated a ‘‘level of racism, ig­ 
norance and poor judgment that should 
disqualify him as a public official ” They 
added that he is “ unfit” and has 
“ forfeited his usefulness.” 


He was objecting to a section of the 
city code which had been amended to 
read: 
“ This zone (open space district) is in­ 
tended to provide open space for the 
preservation of natural resources, 
managed production of resources, open 
space for outdoor recreation and private 
open space uses, for the protection of 
public health and safety, to preserve 
natural scenic areas for future popula­ 
tions and to systematically manage the 
grow th and d irectio n s of urban 
development.” 
The phrase relating to managing 
growth and development was what he 
specifically objected to. 
John Skov concurred and added, “ All 
you have to do is look over the world and 
see what the managed economies are. If 
you feel that this body can do what the 
Kremlin has not been able to do...” 
Despite the objections, the council pas­ 
sed the ordinance after City Attorney 
Alan Davidson advised that there has 
been the regulation of growth ever since 
the adoption of the General Plan and that 
the wording changes nothing. Com­ 
munity Development Director Jack Lam 
also defended the ordinance, stating that 
it simply incorporates growth manage­ 
ment plans into the city code to make it 
consistent with state guidelines. 
Craig also opposed a second ordinance 
relating to appeals in zoning matters. 
This would give a city staff member or a 
member of the council the right to ap­ 
peal a decision of the Planning Commis­ 
sion to the City Council. 
Former Mayor Art Scott also objected 
to the provision, stating that staff input 
should be obtained during the normal 
processing of a matter and that the plan­ 
ning commission, as an arm of the coun­ 
cil. should be allowed to act responsibly. 
Davidson and Lam noted that 
the 
Planning Commission itself had recom­ 
mended the ordinance for approval after 
assurance that its provisions would not 
be used capriciously. Council members 
Joe Valencia, Charles Ward and Charlot­ 
te Benton supported the right of a staff 
member to initiate an appeal and voted 
for the ordinance. 
After hearing objections from several 
service station operators, the council 
sent back to the planning commission an 
ordinance defining antique shops, bams, 
service stations, auto repair shops, auto 
parts sales stores and auto wrecking 
yards The wording admittedly was sub­ 
ject to misinterpretation. Lam said, and 
would be “ cleaned up’’ before bringing it 
back to the council. Lam was requested 
to meet With interested representatives 
of the affected commercial establish­ 
ments in developing language for the or­ 
dinance 
The council gave final passage to four 
ordinances relating to the keeping of 
animals in various zones of the city, ef­ 
fectively limiting such animals to com­ 
monly accepted household pets. 
Also introduced was an ordinance 
prohibiting crowing roosters to be kept 
in R-l. R-2 and R-3 zones. 
A second ordinance failed to get in­ 
troduction. however, because council 
members could not agree on what the in­ 
tentions were with regard to the types of 
animals or the duration that they could 
be kept by 4-H. FFA and similar youth 
groups as projects. 
About a half dozen 4-H and FFA stu­ 
dents asked questions and made sugges­ 
tions resulting in the delay in introducing 
the ordinance until it could be made 
more specific. Staff was instructed to 
meet with youth representatives to get 
input before drafting the change in 
wording 


provision. 
This means that the city would pay 
claims for each incident up to $25,000 and 
up to a maximum of $75,000 a year for all 
claim s. After the $75,000 lim it is 
reached, the insurance company would 
provide full coverage for losses. 
The city staff considers the risk to be 
reasonable, since claims have been rang­ 
ing between $15,000 and $25,000 a year, 
which would mean that the cost of the 
new policy — $74,062 — would represent 
substantial savings over the present cost 
of insurance 
The coverage is offered by Fremont 
Insurance Company and provides the op­ 
tion of a two-year extension for claims 
made at a premium of 25 per cent of the 
annual cost. The company otherwise 
would honor claims made only during the 
term of the policy and a maximum of 60 
days thereafter. 
Davidson said the self-insurance 
program, represented by the large 
deductible, undertaken to cut premiums 
would require that the city resolve to 
keep the cost down by having a solid 
safety program and by transferring risks 
— that is. by having contractors, in­ 
cluding those who use local facilities, to 
buy or pay for insurance to cover their 
activities. 
Bob Lilley, 
representing Lompoc 
Valley Association of Insurance Agents, 
recommended that the city continue with 
its present carrier even at the higher 
premium until the expiration next 
November “ There is reason to believe 
that the present chaotic condition of 
municipal liability coverages will have 
eased by that time and more companies 
will be interested in providing coverages 
at more competitive premiums.” he 
said 


Emergency 
gas plan 
near ready 


W A S H IN G T O N ( U P I) - Con­ 
gressional backers of President Carter’s 
emergency natural gas legislation hoped 
to get it to the White House before his 
“ fireside chat” to the nation tonight. 


The House and Senate disagreed over 
price controls Tuesday and sent their 
differing versions of the bill to a con­ 
ference committee The conferees met 
late Tuesday before a flickering fire in 
the fireplace of a crowded Capitol room, 
and reached agreement in 10 minutes. 


It opened the way for Senate and 
House consideration of the compromise 
today, a week after Carter sent his 
proposal to Capitol Hill. 


“ What we re doing is reaching agree­ 
ment in time for the fireside chat," said 
Senate Republican leader Howard 
Baker Baker was not a conferee but was 
in on several consultations about the bill 
earlier Tuesday. 


The bill does two main things: 
— It allows pipelines operating across 
state lines to buy gas wherever they can 
during the emergency, bidding prices 
above the federal controls if necessary 
The prices would still be subject to 
Carter’s approval, and the emergency 
sales authority would expire Aug. 1 


— It lets the President order one inter­ 
state pipeline to share its supply with 
another, to protect homes, small 
businesses, hospitals and other top- 
priority gas users. This authority would 
end in April, or whenever C arter 
declares the natural gas emergency has 
passed 


The House passed the bill Tuesday 
afternoon. 367 to 52. or 87 more votes 
than needed for passage under the 
emergency conditions by which the bill 
was considered It added a price limit of 
approximately $2 02 per thousand cubic 
feet on the emergency sales. 


When the bill got to the Senate, Sen. 
Adlai Stevenson. D-Ill.. chief sponsor, 
said he could not accept the price limits 
because they “ could be too low to enable 
producers to sell to interstate buyers.” 
That would mean little or no gas could 
come out of the emergency provisions, 
he said 


Sen. James Abourezk. D-S.D . con­ 
tended the price lid. which he tried un­ 
successfully to get the Senate to adopt, 
would “ give some measure of protec­ 
tion to the consumer." 


House and Senate conferees agreed to 
erase the specific limit, leaving price ap­ 
proval to the president but specifying 
that the emergency sales prices would 
not trigger renegotiation of existing con­ 
tracts at higher prices.

Warmer weather moved into much of 
the snow-locked eastern half of the na­ 
tion today and Great Lakes storms that 
plastered shoreline communities with 
snows as much as two stories high let up 
at least for a time. 
But unseasonably cold weather hung 
on in the middle Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys and a new w inter storm 
developed in the southern Rockies and 
headed toward the south Plains.

Congress worked to resolve d if­ 
ferences in Senate and House bills and 
get President C arter's emergency 
natural gas legislation to the White 
House in advance of his fireside chat to 
the nation tonight. 
Federal Power Commissioner John 
Holloman warned the worst of the 
natural gas shortages may still be to 
come. The nation faces emergency con­ 
ditions through the spring, he said, and 
many factories may have to stay idle 
into the summer for want of gas. 
The Labor Department injected $10 
million into six states in the storm belt to 
hire workers to battle snow ice and the 
fuel and power shortage 
Carter declared that a state of 
emergency exists in Indiana Gov Otis

W orst of gas crisis may lie ahead 
at-a-glance

The energy-weather crisis at 
a glance: 
— Energy-and-weather-rela- 
ted layoffs climbed past 2.5 
million — including an estimat­ 
ed 1.5 million in hard-hit Ohio. 
— Bitter cold and blizzards 
have claimed 70 lives in seven 
states since last Thursday 
night. 
— The House has passed 
President Carter’s emergency 
legislation to get natural gas 
into homes — at higher prices. 
The Senate has approved 
similar legislation and the 
proposal is expected to reach 
Carter for signing by tonight. 
— John Holloman, member of 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion. says the natural gas crisis 
may worsen and that the nation 
could face emergency condi­ 
tions through the spring.

WASHINGTON (U P I) -

heated homes in entire cities 
warm by burning supplies from 
storage fields that are rapidly 
running low, Holloman said. 
“The crunch could be yet to 
come,” he told reporters Tues­ 
day. “We’re maintaining condi­ 
tions in the current crisis by 
d raw in g h e a v ily out of 
storage.” 
Agreement by the House and 
Senate on an emergency energy 
law, which each body has pas- 


sed in differing form, would 
help prevent a new crisis by 
permitting shipment of excess 
West Coast gas to the East, 
Holloman said. 
He said the FPC already has 
stretched its existing emergen­ 
cy powers as far as it can to ap­ 
prove critically needed sales of 
gas to the worst hit pipeline 
comoanies. 
“We don’t even ask the staff 
if it’s legal anymore,” he said 
Holloman’s comments came 
hours after the FPC issued a 
report that said the weekend 
gas shortages had “eased sl­ 
ightly.” but warned that any 
letup in conservation by home­ 
owners could bring a new 
crisis. 
D esp ite FPC and other 


federal estim ates that unem­ 
ployment related to the energy 
shortage totals half a million or 
less, a UPI survey of officials in 
17 states showed at least 2 2 
million, and possibly 2.5 mil­ 
lion, are off the job because 
plants are closed. 
Hollcman offered little com­ 
fort for those out of work 
because factories and com m er­ 
cial establishments have been 
closed to conserve gas for home 
heating 
“ I don’t think you’ll see any 
improvement in the industrial 
usage of gas for the rest of this 
heating season (which ends 
April 1),” he told reporters 
Holloman said storage fields 
now contain only enough gas to 
supply home heating demands. 
Blumenthal uses emergency act 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal today used emer­ 
gency powers to let foreign 
ships move natural gas from 
Gulf ports and Alaska to the 
cold-struck eastern seaboard to 
help ease the energy shortage. 
Blumenthal said in a state­ 
ment his decision so far applies 
wily to shipments for Columbia 
Gas System Service Corp. 


UPI learned, however, that 
Blumenthal is considering ap­ 
proval of similar shipments by 
Tropigas International Corp., 
Pargas and at least one other 
company. 


It is against federal law for 
foreign ships to move goods 


from one U.S. port to another 
except for national defense 
Blumenthal, however, used his 
emergency powers to waive 
that law—called the Jones Act 
—and let foreign ships move 
natural gas until May. 
Blumenthal granted Colum­ 
bia a Jones Act waiver for two 
voyages by its Liberian tanker 
Kenai Multina to deliver 700 
million cubic feet of liquefied 
natural gas between Kanai, 
Alaska, and Everett. Mass 
“A waiver ... is presently 
necessary in the interest of 
national defense,” Blumenthal 
said in response to Columbia’s 
request, made last Thursday 
UPI learned that Tropigas 
International Corp asked Fri­ 


day to transm it 2,000 to 2.800 
metric tons of liquid propane 
gas from Gulf Coast ports to 
Norfolk, Va 
Sources said Blumenthal is

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
three federal agencies which 
exam ine the books of the 
nation's banks now have been 
examined by congressional in­ 
v estig ato rs 
They got low 
marks. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, an arm of Congress issued 
a two-volume report Tuesday 
criticizing the comptroller of 
the currency, the F ederal 
R e se rv e S y stem and the 
F ederal D eposit Insurance 
Corp., which together supervise 
14.700 banks with combined as­ 
sets of nearly a trillion dollars. 
It said they have failed to use 
their full enforcement powers, 
that their exam inations of 
banks have not probed deeply 
enough 
that they have been 
slow to enforce consum er 
protection laws and that they 
have failed to cooperate with 
each other 
The GAO study, requested by 
several congressional com mit­ 
tees. was the first of its kind 
Bank exminations long have 


been covered by secrecy. Even 
in this case. GAO was not 
allowed to look at bank records 
directly but could only study the 
w ritten findings of the ex­ 
am iners it was examiriing. 


It reviewed reports of 600 
banks, including 294 problem 
banks and 30 banks that failed. 


While it found economic con­ 
ditions contributed to the 
failures, the main cause was 
bad management, such as mak­ 
ing loans to officials of the 
same bank 
Exam iners knew 
about these failings, the report 
said, but were unable to get the 
banks to change them in time. 
It said all three agencies 
generally tried “ informal” per­ 
suasion and only in eight of the 
30 cases used their considerable 
legal powers, such as cease- 
and-desist orders 
It recom­ 
mended even stronger enforce­ 
ment powers, including more 
authority to remove bank of­ 
ficials and assess civil penal­ 
ties.

Federal Power Commission 
judge says the best way to get 
Alaskan natural gas to the 
low er 48 sta te s is with a 
pipeline buried in the perm a­ 
frost of an arctic wildlife refuge 
and running across Canada. 
Some members of Congress 
are protesting, saying a route 
avoiding Canada would be bet­ 
ter 
The proposed Arctic Gas 
route endorsed by adm inistra­ 
tive law judge Nahum Litt 
would start carrying 2 billion to 
2.5 billion cubic feet of gas daiiy 
— one-twentieth of America s 
present total consumption — in 
1982 or 1983 
Litt’s ruling Tuesday rejected 
a second proposed pipeline 
route paralleling parts of the 
Alaska oil pipeline and the 
Alcan Highway 
It said a third plan by El Paso 
Natural Gas Co to take gas 
across Alaska by pipeline and to 
California by ship should be a 
backup in case the Canadians 
refuse to let a U.S. pipeline 
cross their country. 
Litt urged the FPC to ap­ 
prove his choice of the con­ 
troversial Arctic Gas Pipeline 
plan — the largest undertaking 
in the n atio n ’s history — 
because it would make more 
gas available sooner, cause less 
environmental damage and cost 
consumers less 
He also warned, however, 
that the Arctic Gas line cannot 
obtain adequate financing un­ 
less Congress provides federal 
guarantees of completion costs 
and sets the amount to which 
consumers will foot the con­ 
struction bill.

Prepared baby food is one of 
our most widely accepted con­ 
venience foods, but con­ 
venience always has its price 
In this case, the price includes 
nutntional inferiority as well as 
higher cost 
To see the mul­ 
titude of babv foods offered on 
s u p e rm a rke t shelves, one 
would think that all parents 
need to do to insure proper 
nutrition for their infant is to 
choose a balanced menu from 
among them But examination 
of the ingredients, and what 
they do to or for the infant 
might c hange their minds. 


Because adults buy the 
food it is flavored, colored and 
processed to appeal to adult 
tastes by the addition of salt, 
sweeteners and fillers Sugar, 
which is added to fru its , 
vegetables meat dishes, juices 
and cereals is totally unneces­ 
sary in a baby’s diet There is 
neither time nor space enough 
in this article to discuss the 
h a r m it does 
but it is 
general knowledge that it is not 
good for us — so why on earth 
give it to a babv? Salt, also 
found m nearly everything, is 
likewise unnecessary 
in a 
baby's diet A baby needs very 
little salt and any excess must 
be eliminated 
Providing its 
kidneys function properly and it 
gets enough liquid 
the babv 
will not be greatly harmed by 
too much salt, but why give an 
infant something it cannot use** 
Why put unnecessary stresses 
on its developing body'’ 


What a baby needs from the 
food it eats is as much of the 
vitamins, minerals and other 
nutrients it can get. So food 
should be chosen according to 
how much of these elements it 
provides 
In addition to their 
main 
ingredients, 
prepared 
babv foods contain water and 
o ft e n 
t h i c k e n e r s 
These 
thickeners, such as modified 
tapioca and potato starches, 
are m o re f a t t e n i n g than 
nourishing Many vitamins and 
minerals are destroyed in the 
presence of water or high 
temperatures 
so unavoidably 
much of the nutritional value of 
the food is lost in processing 
V i t a m i n s and m i n e r a l s 
(especially iron) are added to 
many babv foods, but in a form 
that an infant can neither 
absorb nor use so that rather 
than being of anv good for the 
infant they are just one more 
thing his little system must 
work to eliminate. Thus a 4 
ounce jar of carrots contains 
considerably less nutrition than 
4 ounces of fresh carrots while 
costing much more 


The alternative to buying 
commerciallv prepared baby 
food is to make your own This 
iv easily done by taking anv 
food suitable for a baby and 
reducing it to the proper con­ 
sistency 
There are baby food 
grinder s made expressiv for 
this purpose 
(available in 
department and health food 
vtorex i or the food can be put in 
a blender, or simply mashed up 
It ran be done a portion at a 
time or for convenience a large 
amount can be blended and 
frozen in individual portions, 
(hen thawed when needed Muf­ 
fin tins or ice c ube trays work 
well for this 


In making your own baby 
food 
you can control the 
quality and content of what 
your baby eats. It may not be 
quite as convenient 
but time 
spent on the well-being of vour 
f hild is time well spent

The American National Red Cross has 
received a report from the National 
Research Council Committee on 
Emergency Medical Services that essen­ 
tially supports a previously published 
Red Cross booklet on “ First Aid for 
Foreign Body Obstruction of the 
Airway.” 


‘‘Cafe coronary” is terminology used 
when an object — usually food — sticks 
in a person’s throat, blocking the 
breathing passages and causing death by 
asphyxiation within minutes if not dis­ 
lodged 


The sequence of maneuvers for as­ 
sisting both a conscious and unconscious 
choking victim remains unchanged. For 
the conscious victim, back-blows are 
followed by manual thrusts to the ab­ 
domen, for an unconscious victim, ven- 
tiliation (mouth to mouth resuscitation) 
is followed by back-blows, manual 
thrusts and a finger probe The sequence 
is repeated in either case if the victim 
does not resume breathing 
Manual 
thrusts to the abdomen has been changed 
from eight to four. ( Back blows remain 
as originally indicated four).

In an interview published in 
March 1975, Wright said he in­ 
tended to remain on the bench 


instead of retiring He said he 
had done so to deny Reagan the 
opportunity to select his succes­ 
sor.

Ned Hutchinson, said 
in a letter to Wright that before 
and after his appointment the 
chief justice had “unequivocal­ 
ly” stated his intentions to 
retire in 1974.

When D arryl Carlton finally is dis­ 
charged, and hospital officials can’t fix 
any date yet because he still has second 
degree burns on his left hand and left leg, 
it also wouldn t be a bad idea for him to 
sit down and talk with Marvin Barnes of 
the Detroit Pistons. They’re likely to 
find they have a lot in common Each got 
too much money too soon, neither was 
equipped to handle it, and now both are 
in trouble 
Carlton. 6-6 and 270, was the Dolphins’ 
first-round choice in 1975 coming out of 
the University of Tam pa and while he

To the Dolphins’ credit, they didn’t 
turn their backs on D arryl Carlton They 
didn't abandon him.

Don Shula visited C arlton in the 
hospital the day after he was adm itted 
but the big tackle from Bartow, Fla.,

49 million tons, down four per 
cent from the record-high level 
of 1975 
Fruit and nut production 
dropped seven per cent and 
vegetable production declined 
17 per cent Partially offsetting 
the decreases was a two per 
cent increase in field crop 
production 


Field crop production totaled 
an all-time high of 29 million 
tons, up two per cent above the 
previous high year of 1975. 
Decreases in production of 
wheat, barley, rice and hay 
were partially offset by in­ 
creases in cotton lint, cotton­ 
seed, corn and potatoes.

Big cleaning job 
/ 
gets wax off wool

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have a winter coat that has candle 
wax on it from candlelight church services a year ago If 
you have any ideas about removing this wax, I hope you 
will let me know. — M.J.F. 
DEAR POLLY — Please tell me, if you can, how I 
can get wax from a candle off a washable wool slack 
suit. - F.B.S. 
DEAR M.J.F. and F.B.S. — A winter coat is doubtless 
lined and removing the wax might be a real problem. It 
should go to the dry cleaner. 
F.B.S.’s slack suit might he cleaned by the following 
method that is suggested by the laboratories of a famous 
soap company. “Remove surface wax with a dull knife. 
Place stain between paper towels and press with a 
warm Iron. Then place stain face down on clean paper 
towels and sponge back of any remaining stain with a 
dry cleaning solvent. Let dry and then launder. If wax is 
colored and any traces of color remain, soak in an ox­ 
ygen bleach and then launder, if safe for fabric." — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with well meaning 
friends who are so thoughtless as to ask how you are and 
before you can answer ask what in the world is wrong with 
you They say you look so bad just because you are thin and 
this makes me feel terrible It ruins my day. — BESSIE 
DEAR POLLY — This is for Mrs A K whose quilted 
bedspread with a nylon backing keeps sliding off the bed It is 
quite easy to keep one from creeping off the bed if you just 
cover the backing with cotton or flannelette I prefer cotton 
and have put it on several such spreads.

Doing its job 


If both our new President 
and at least one federal com­ 
m ission have their w ays, 
bureaucracy in these United 
States is in for a tough row 
during the coming years. 


On the one hand, President 
Carter has promised that im­ 
mediately upon his inaugura­ 
tion, he will issue an executive 
order initiating zero-base 
budgeting in the nation’s 
governm ent, to affect all 
federal departments, bureaus 
and boards. Apparently the 
new President had good ex­ 
perience with the zero-base 
budgeting concept in Georgia 
when governor, and feels 
hopeful it will work as well, if 
more slowly, at the federal 
level. In Georgia, zero-base 
budgeting resulted in a 50 per 
cent cut in adm inistrative 
costs. 
In addition to zero-base 
budgeting and the tax savings 
there, the businessman has 
reason to rejoice on another 
front. According to a report 
recently released, the Com­ 
m i s s i o n 
on 
F e d e r a l 
Paperwork is at work and is 
off to a good start. 


Any com m ission with a 
moniker as innocuous as the 
C o m m i s s i o n on F e d e r a l 
Paperwork had to have begun 
life with at least one strike 
against it. Since 1975 when it 
was originated, however, that 
commission has come up with 
specific plans by which they 
hope to cut federal paperwork 
requirem ents 
significantly. 
And that paperwork bill 
currently runs upwards of $40 
billion a year. 
To date, the commission has 
accomplished quite a lot, a 
partial list of which might in­ 
clude: holding a series of 12 
hearings with 200 witnesses 
heard; held m eetings with 
business and trade executives 


and associations; published 26 
r ecom m e nd ation s 
to 
cut 
OSHA paperwork; made more 
than 100 formal and informal 
suggestions on cutting red 
tape; has gotten Congress to 
enact two laws one of which 
would cut detailed wage 
reporting from quarterly to 
a n n u a l l y , 
t h u s 
s a v i n g 
employers $250 million a year; 
and developed a uniform 
health billing form, expected 
to save the medical profes­ 
sion, hospitals and insurers 
$150 million a year. 


In addition, the commission 
came up with recommenda­ 
tions on how to eliminate some 
50 million separate forms con­ 
firming government contrac­ 
tor 
a d h e r e n c e 
to equal 
employment regulations; and 
promoted and assisted HEW 
regional efforts resulting in 
the development of a single 
application form for the 41 
federal and state welfare and 
income security programs. 
The potential 
savings each 
year is expected to be in the 
area of $6 billion. 


Future studies are expected 
on pension reform, equal 
em p loym en t opportunity, 
housing programs, govern­ 
ment procurement, education 
and privacy and confiden­ 
tiality in reporting to govern­ 
ment. 
C l e a r l y , if z e r o b a s e 
budgeting with Carter's as­ 
sistance, and the Commission 
on Federal Paperwork can get 
off the ground and keep their 
momentum, we might have a 
chance at more efficient and 
effective government in the 
fairly near future. That is if 
the bugaboos—make that 
burearucrats—don’t 
sabotage 
the whole effort first. After 
all. if they do their job, that is 
exactly what will happen.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
State Dept, wants coffee price boost 


WASHINGTON - The Great Coffee 
Shortage, according to the statistical 
evidence, isn’t nearly as dire as the cof­ 
fee producers claim. On the contrary, 
the statistics indicate that the shortage 
has been contrived to justify a boost in 
coffee prices. 
The S ta te D ept., 
meanwhile, has been 
quietly circumventing 
congressional 
efforts 
to reduce the huge 
profits of the foreign 
coffee producers. The 
department looks upon 
the extra profits as a 
form of foreign aid. in­ 
siders explain 
Brazil is the biggest 
recipient of the coffee 
windfall but draws no 
foreign aid from the 
U nited S tates. The 
State Dept., therefore, 
would like Brazilians 
to collect m ore for 
their coffee in order to 
keep the country stable. 
For the record, a spokesman denied 
that the State Dept, favors higher coffee 
prices 
The coffee producers will suffer 
la te r.” he predicted, “ for the high 
prices.” 
A pound of coffee, which cost about 
$1 30 at the store 18 months ago. now 
sells for around $3 Enraged consumers 
are howling. Coffee boycotts are being 
organized 
But the coffee magnates 
claim, with a shrugging of shoulders, 
that a 1975 Brazilian frost caused the 


prices to skyrocket. 
Yet Brazil has made a remarkable 
recovery Despite the frost damage, the 
Brazilians managed to export a million 
more bags of coffee in 1976 than in 1975. 
World coffee exports reached 58 million 
bags in 1976, the second highest figure of 
all time 
Congressional investigators suspect, 
therefore, that the coffee cartel is mere­ 
ly imitating the oil cartel and is putting 
the squeeze on the coffee consumers. 
Rep Fred Richmond, D.; N.Y., told us 
that coffee-drinking Americans will pay 
the coffee cartel almost $6 billion a year 
if prices remain at the present level. 
That’s more than double the national cof­ 
fee bill for 1975. 
Tight market monopolies by a few 
large coffee retailers, according to con­ 
gressional studies, are contributing to 
higher coffee prices. The Big Two — 
General Foods and Proctor and Gamble 
— control about half of the U.S. coffee 
market 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
charged a General Food subsidiary. 
Maxwell House, with illegal coffee pric­ 
ing practices. According to the allega­ 
tions. General Foods cut prices below 
cost to eliminate competition. 
Footnote: Two New York congres­ 
s me n, F r e d Ri c hm o n d and Ben 
Rosenthal, both Democrats, will hold 
hearings on coffee pricing beginning 
February 22. Meanwhile, Richmond 
plans to push for a 50 per cent decrease 
in coffee consumption. General Foods 
had no spokesman available at press 
time 


GOVERNMENT BURGLARIES - 
Startling new evidence has come to light 
that the government hasn’t limited its 
burglaries to socialists and radicals. No 
less than the form er Navy chief, Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, is convinced that govern­ 
ment gumshoes, probably CIA burglars, 
bloke into his private office and stole 
some important personal documents in 
1963 
There is evidence to support his suspi­ 
cion that even the nation’s most promi­ 
nent citizens may have been the victims 
of governm ent tactics which were 
believed aimed at only left-wing ex­ 
trem ists. For Burke recently discovered 
that the missing documents had turned 
up in a secret file of the Naval Investiga­ 
tions Service. 
These documents included a raw tran­ 
script of a long interview that the ad­ 
miral had granted in August 1963 to a 
G r e e k 
n e w s m a n , 
E l i a s 
Dem etracopoulos. In the interview, 
Burke bluntly declared that the armed 
forces had nothing to do with the Bay of 
Pigs disaster. He implied that the CIA 
was solely to blame for the fiasco. 


Only Burke, his s e c r e t a r y and 
Demetracopoulos knew of the interview 
before it was published in October 1963 
And none of them released the raw 
transcript, which was edited in Burke’s 
own handwriting. 


It was a copy of this raw transcript, 
com plete with B urke's handwritten 
rem arks, that mysteriously turned up in 
the Navy file. Notations on the file in­ 
dicate that the Navy was so worried 


about someone getting wind of the heist 
that all but six copies of the Burke 
papers were destroyed. 
Burke, who received the prestigious 
Medal of Freedom from President Ford 
last month, is upset about the apparent 
burglary. It occurred after he had left 
the Navy but was emerging as the most 
articulate conservative critic of the Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration’s military policies. 
After conferring with his laayers, he 
said: ‘‘Regretfully, the only conclusion 
we reached is that ... an unauthorized 
and illegal entry took place in my private 
office” in Washington. 
Our sources have told us that the Navy 
originally got the sensitive Burke papers 
‘‘from another agency.’’ The former ad­ 
miral told us that while it is ‘‘only a 
guess.” he believes the “other agency” 
is the CIA 
There is no doubt in Burke’s mind that 
the documents were stolen. “ I can’t 
think of any other way.” he said, that 
they could have wound up in the 
government's possession. Neither he nor 
his secretary gave the papers to anyone, 
he said 
The 
suspicious 
Dem etracopoulos, 
m e a n while, t hi nk s that B u r k e ’s 
telephone was tapped, leading to the dis­ 
covery of the transcript and the theft. 
A few short years ago. few would have 
dreamed that the CIA would commit 
burglaries against Americans, let alone 
high government officials But recent 
revelations of CIA skulduggery have left 
even former military brass wondering 
whether they were the victims of govern­ 
ment break-ins
